BOSTON, March 15.—Three lives were 


sacrificed, nearly a dozen men were 
more or leu injured and many thous- 
and dollars' worth of damage was done 
by a fierce flro th t broke out in the 
pren« room of the Advertiser seven- 
story building, with granite front, on 
Newspaper row, at nine o'clock this 
evening. The dead are James Richard- 
son, Senior, of 59 Fowler street, proof- 
reader; Judson Craft, of Cambridge, 
proofreader; and Walter Lusoomb, ol 
Salem 
All three were suffocated by 


smoke in the cum posing room and were 
un*ble tf> escape. Four firemen were 
cnt or bruised and five or six competit- 
ors were hurt by jumping from the 
bottom of a fire escape to an adjoining 
roof, ten or twelve feet. How the fire 
started is unknown. It worked its way 
up through the elevator well to the top 
of the building. The two upper floors, 
occupied by the editorial and compos- 
ing rooms, were completely burned 
out. Ten linotype machines were prac 
tically ruined. The Morning Adver- 
tiser will be issued from the Globe office 
tomorrow morning and the Evening 
Record from the Journal Each will be 
of four pages. All the newspaper pro- 
prietors of Boston promptly tendered 
the courtesies of their establishments. 
Managing Editor Barrett of the Adver- 
tiser estimates bis own loss at about 
S100.00 \ with $25,000 to other tenants 
and $25,000 on the building. 
The 


building was owned by the Maesachu 
setts Real Estate Trust. The Union 
Loan and Trust Co., Mason and Proc- 
tor, lawyer*, and L. J. Kent, broker, 
were tenants.

CASUALTIES IN CHINA. 


Blorc Gcatlis In Xa-vy Tlsna In Span- 


islx War. 


Vfashinjrton. 
March 
15.—Admiral 


Van Keypcn, surgeon general of the 
navy, has prepared an interesting 
statement sbowinpr that there were 
more casualties in the United States 
navy during the recent trouble" in 
China than there were during the en- 
tire Spanish-American war. As there 
is no exact time fixed for the opening 
of the hostilities in China, June 13 is 
adopted. The period of trouble in 
China runs from June 13 to October 
IS. the first regiment of United States 
marines depart:^ from China on the 
latter date. Within that period there 
were 120 casualties from all causes, 
of which 30 resulted in death. " 


The greatest number of casualties 


came from gunshot wounds. June 21 
there were 34 casualties of this kind. 
The cases of heat stroke also ran high, 
•with two deaths, 11 serious cases 
short of death and many minor ones. 
The entire number of gunshot wounds 
was 9f!. During the Spanish-.American 
war the gunshot wounds not only 
were fewer in number, but decidedly 
less fatal, the percentage of deaths 
being Ifl in the Spanish-American war 
and 2G in the China trouble. This was 
largely due to the fact that the Span- 
iards used the small Mauser projec- 
tiles, while the Chinese used large bore 
suns, shell and shrapnel. The marine 
guard in Teicin suffered the worst loss 
for out of 5(> men eight were killed 
and nine wounded, making 30 per cent 
of casualties.

Relieved from the exacting pressure of 


Fleet street, Sir Edwin Arnold, it may 
be hoped, may be able to .give to the 
\vorld some fresh picture of the glov- 
ing east like those on which already 
rest securely his fame and reputation. 


His Fame n» a Poet. 


"How many editions his "Light of 
Asia" has passed through it would now 
be hard to tell. The book was publish- 
ed in 1879 and at once attained such 
popularity that ten years ago ,there 
bad been published more than 40 edi- 
tions in England and some SO acknowl* 
edged editions in America. It was the 
outcome of his early life in India 
where he passed several years in the 
stirring times of the mutiny. 


His career at Oxford had been a bril- 


liant one. Like Tennyson at Cambridge, 
he carried off at the sister 'university 
the blue ribbon, for poetry, winning the 
Newdigate with a prize poem on 'the 
"Feast of B-elshazzar."' There have 
been but few instances where the early 
promise was so well fulfilled in later 
life. After a brief spell as a schoolmas- 
ter in England he received an appoint- 
ment as principal of tiie government 
Sanskrit college at Tocna, in the Bom- 
bay presidency. 


On his return to England after serv- 


ices which twice received the thanks 
of the governor in council he became 
attached to the editorial staff of The 
Daily Telegraph. It was on behalf of 
the proprietors of tttat journal that he 
arranged the first expedition of Mr. 
George Smith to Assyria as well as 
tl\at of Sir Henry Stanley in search of 
Livingstone and the completion, of liis 
discoveries. 


Mnrrlagrc to JTaptiiiPsc Beauty. 


Though Sir Edwin Arnold's later vol- 


umes of verse have not been so popr. 
lar as his story of Buddha, his poetical 
t radiations from the Sanskrit epics 
and of the Persian poet Saldi brought 
him various distinctions from eastern 
rulers. lie is a knight commander of 
tlie Indian empire. A younger brother, 
Sir Arthur Arnold, whose labors as a 
commissioner, in the Lancashire cotton 
famine brought him into notice, has 
since been prominent in London mu- 
nicipal government aufl gained another 
knighthood for this Kentish family. 


Romance lias followed Sir Edwin 


Arnold more or less throughout bis ca- 
reer. A long stay in Japan some years 
ago led to his marriage with a Japa- 
nese lady as his third wife. She was a 
typical Japanese beauty, her name sig- 
nifying "Jewel of the Dark River." To 
Sir Edwin Arnold's enthusiasm for the 
Land of the Chrysanthemum is due 
much of the cult of things Japanese 
which of late years have manifested 
themselves in an English house inte- 
rior.

Howe and Keiper are unmarried and

The ad- 
miral's allowance will exceed that of 
Admiral Dewey'a for smashing and cap- 
tuiing Spanish warships in Manila bay.

claims Admiral Sampson should receive 
88385 for his part in thcTSantiago fight, 
buc in addition he will get two separate 
sums of about $1700 each for the Mau- 
zumla fight, about 81000 for the action 
in Nipa bay and a smaller sum for other 
actions in which ships of bis (fleet took 
part. Altogether he will receive nearly 
«12,000. 


About half a million dollars will be 


divided as bounty among officers anc 
men taking part in the Spanish war, 
exclusive of the large sums that the 
prize courts may also allow. The prize 
money will probably be much larger

The Oatbreak Tlimt t*d to the Set- 


tlt-iurnt of Pit cairn I»land—I'prln- 
£us;» That Brought Death to the 
Hijj~!eadrr»—A Fearful Flogging. 
I'ui reasons which will at once suggest 


thi j;.iM-hv,s to every intelligent reader mu-

Uv.s luurv serious and determined affairs 
TK'tii MMi*ar outbreaks happening in tho 


Almost everybody has heard of the mu- 


tiny at the Xore, which blocked up the 
tra-3,; of the Tliames from May C7 until 
J;i:ie 13, 1797, and left practically tho 
'»hclo of our southern seaboard to tho 
ijicn-y of an alien foe. This was undoubt- 
edly the most serious outbreak that ha% 
•?ver taken place in our own, or, for that 
Kj.utor, in any orher navy. The mutineers 
seized their officers, trained the forward 
guiis aft, hoisted the red flag on the ad- 
laind's ship, double shotted t&o broadside 
canaons and told off men with lighted 
mutches at every porthole. At the same 
:l:-.'.i: however, discipline was strictly en- 
forced. 


hventually, of course, the mutiny was 


s:>p;:r^sscti. and the ringleader, Parker, 
suffered death by hanging with 22 of his 
companions. Xo one can, of course, offer 
any o:couso for the violent conduct of those 
misguided men. Xeverrheless it is impos- 
sible to deny that they had a genuine 
grievance; that repeated petitions for re- 
dress had been contemptuously ignored, 
and that from the date of their execution 
the status and treatment of Jack Tar un- 
derwent- a marked change for the better. 


In 1801 the mutiny of the Ban try bay 


squadron gave rise to the wildest appre- 
hension. The Temeraire led the outbreak, 
the men threatening unless their demands 
were complied with to lire the ship and 
murder their officers. Other vessels joined 
in, notably tho Formidable, Majestic and 
Vengeance. Luckily1 tho marines remain- 
ed loyal, and by them chifefiy tho mutiny 
was suppressed. Eleven men only wero 
executed' for this affair, but, the floggings 
inflicted on tho remainder wero in most 
cases of such shocking severity that ono 
would havo thought death itself would 
h^vb boen'far preferable. 
_ 


Perhaps the best known and' mosfciflra- 


inatic of single ship mutinies wero thoso 
whiub broke out'.on "tho Bounty in 178!) 
and in the_ Daiiue frigato in ISOiJ. The 
facts connected with the first named inci- 
dent arc almost foo well known to boar 
repetition. Suffice it to say that tho men, 
driven to madness by a harsh and tyran- 
nical commander, mutinied near Tahiti in 
the southern Pacific ocean, set the officers 
adrift in nn open boat and carried the 
ship to Pitcairn island, a lonely, unin- 
habited spot lying about midway be- 
tween Australia and South America. 
Here their descendants remain until this 
very day 


Tho mutiny of tho Danac's crew took 


place early in ^larch, tho men rising in 
responses to a previously concerted signal 
and murdering their officers, after which 
the crew sailed tho frigato into Brest har- 
bor and handed her over to the French 
authorities. 
It is some satisfaction to 


know that five of tho mutineers \vero tak- 
en prisoners while lighting against us 
soon afterward and promptly hanged. 


A precisely similar attempt was made 


in the same-yen r to seize tho JHerauoue, 
with'the_avowed intention of hunding her 
also "over to France.. Happily the scheme 
\Tiis frjistrated, but the commander of tho 
s)iip,.wie Pigot;. was brutally murdered. 
He descended into the fo'castlc to reason 
with the malcontents and was- set upon 
'andTito-ally hacked to pieces, tho frag- 
ments,, of the carcass being afterward 
, thrusjuthrough one of tho portholes. 
For 


participation in this diabolical crime two 
menYliojucd respectively James Allen and 
John Watson, wero afterward hanged at 
Portsmouth. 


The rising oii board the London in 


May, 1T!)7, w.'.s rrsilly a toque! la tho 
bloodlths mutiny winch broke out at Ppit- 
head earlier in the same, year. Tho Lou- 
don w;is Admiral Colpnys' flagship nnd 
\ytis being approached by a bout; in which 
vferu some unarmed men from the other 
ships of the fleet bearing a petition. The 
admiral forbade thoiu to approach, and 
on their persisting ho ordered a guard of 
marines to file upon them. Tho volleying 
of the muskets was a signal for an immc 
diatouprising on the part of the London's 
crow. The marines were overpowered ami 
disarmed, Colpoys was seized ;ind roughly 
handled, and the other officers wero sent 
on shore. 


In this case, as in niost others, the red- 


coats remained loyal. It was therefore all 
the more alarmingwhen a serioiih mutiny 
was discovered, a little later on, to have 
born hatched among tho marlm-M of ihu 
Plymouth squadron. 
Luckily on the 


morning of the very day tho plot WAR to 
h'ivr been put into execution ono ot tho 
mutineers* turned traitor, with tho iv«nll 
that the authorities were on their pruard 
and tho rising was suppressed almost cro 
ty bad begun.

three of tho ringleaders—Lee, GolTy and 
Bra-nning—wero shot.

Ooce S,n awhile one hears a reference to 


the sheepskin inking balls-witfa which <mt 
great-grandfathers in the printing Trade 
used to ink their forms. This is about rh« 
tnly old tool of the trade now in disuse 
with which the printers of today are fa- 
miliar. There arw others which were more 
or less used at various ti^es that have 
dropped out and been forgotten. A couple 
of those havo come to Ught through an old 
i-ataiogue that hut fallen into the writer's j 
hands. One was a short wooden galley, ', 
o;x-;j at one .-ide and having clamps In-low, ' 
by means of which it might be attached to i 
tho boxes of the upper ca-wi 
Thus sup- 


ported it wa* three or four inches above 
th-.- surface of the boxes, leaving room for 
the compositor to reiich the type without 
disturbing the {rallfy. This form of galley 
was proliably brought into use about the 
time That printers discovered it to tfe a 
nuisance to carry the galley on the cap 
case. The old plan was to lay the caps and 
.small caps in the four upper rows of the 
cap case and then_to rest the galley across 
tho three lower rows, into which there was 
seldom necessity for the compositor's hand 
to travel. While the propped up galley was 
undui:btcdly better than the galley laid 
across the cap case, the plan of placing the 
galley on a disused <xisc or on a bank ren- 
dered it useless. 


A universal stereotype block was at ono 


time in use, being made with grooves that 
ran slantt-ndicularly, or aa angle of about 
43 degrees to the base and side of the 
block. 
The block was clumped in the 


grooves and was readily brought to any 
position. Such a block answered very well 
on hand presses, but when steam cylinder 
presses came into 11=0 it proved too unre- 
liable, allowing the pages to slip, and so it 
wa< discarded. 


The sheepsfoot is a tool unknown in 


many modern pressrooms, and in another 
goneratum we may expect that the .shoot- 
ing slick will also have disappeared. Oth- 
er Tools, though altered and improved in 
various wnys, seem mostly to hold their 
own in spite of the many addition?, being 
made totholist.—Printer and Bookmaker
